The others tried to dissuade him, 
and described to him the tortures he 
would have to undergo; but he Iinsist- 
ed upon making the sacrifice. Ac- 
cordingly, an escort was selected to 
accompany him, at the head of which 
Black Hawk, then a young but widely 
respected chief, was placed. 

I never saw a more pathetic scene 
said Black Hawk, than the parting of 
Cono and his father and mother and 
other relatives. The whole tribe was 
overwhelmed with gloom, 

In the middle of the afternoon the 
party arrived at the Iowas village. 
Cono had asked -that his identity 
should not be disclosed, tut one of 
the JIowas, who was present at the 
time the young Indian was slain, saw 
that the guilty party was not being 
delivered and Black Hawk told the 
whole story.

Cultivation and Mulching. 

The currant must not be cultivated 
deeply, for it is a shallow rooted plant. 
The necessary moisture must be main- 
tained by continual surface cultivation 
or by sulching. 

Ashes, sawdust, straw and manure 
are used for mulching. Hardwood 
sawdust, if not worked into the soil, is 
probably the best. Apply to a depth 
of several inches. Manure ts good and 


tends to keep a supply of plant food 
always at hand. ‘he best method of 


mulching is to confine the application 
to the bills and within the row, where 
the continuous row is used. The space 
between the rows is cultivated. 
Pruning and Thinning. 

The plants probably produce the best 
fruit and the larger portion of it on 
the two and tbree year old wood. 

In practical Geld culture four to 
eight main stems are allowed to devel- 
op, and a system of renewing by cut- 
ting out the wood over three years old 
is followed. The greater part of the 
fruit is borne near the base of the 
shoots, For this reason It is advan- 
tageous to nip back the growing shoots 
in the summer season when they bave 
reached about eighteen tuches. 

Harvesting and Marketing. 

The currants, if to be sold, should 
never be stripped when one Is picking. 
The stems of the bunches should be 
cleanly severed from the branches, 
The fruit is said to make better jelly 
when picked just as the *turrants are 
ripening and while the frults on the 
tips of the bunches are green. 

Winter Protection. 

Currants will usually be sufficiently 
protected itn tbe oorthwest if the 
branches are simply gatbered up and 
tied tp a bundle. 

Pests and Diseases. 

The greatest pests of the currant are 
tle currant worm, currant borer, leaf 
spot and mildew. Directions for con- 
trolling them may be obtained from 
apy agricultural experiment station. 

Gooseberries, 

The gooseberry is closely related to 
the currant. dt is largely used green 
for sauce, for ples and for canning. 
For jam and preserves it ls usually 
preferred ripe. 

The ..cultivated sorts are derived 
from European sources, the oative 
wild species and hybrids of these spe 
cies. Those of European and bybrid 
epecies are larger and heavier bearers, 
but are more susceptible to mildew.

Ile always spoke of his position nad 
officé vaguely, as,..this place, here, or 
in other modest phrase, Once, 
speaking of .he room at tho Capitol 
used by tho president of the United 
Btates at the close of a session of 
congress, he sald; That room, you 
know, that they call—dropping his 
voice and hositating—the president's 
room. 

To an,intimate friend who address- 
ed him always by his own proper title, 
he seid: Now call me Lincoln, and 
I'll promise not to tell of the breach 
of etiquette—if you won'’t— and 1 shall 
have a reSling spell from Mr, Presl- 
dent. 

All persons agree that the most 
marked characteristic of Mr. Lin- 
coln’s manners was his simplicity and 
artlessness, but his native dignity 
never forsook him, and with all his 
angularities and disregard of conven- 
tionalities distinguished foreigners 
were invariably impressed by his fine 
fibre.
